In a letter to Federal Econom- 
ics Minister Ludwig Erhard, the 
High Commission said it has 
noted with “grave concern” the 
price-fiving agreements among 
these producers,

HERSHEY DISCLOSES 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (AP) 
— Selective Service Director 
Lewis B. Hershey says some men 
now rejected as 4Fs will have to 
be called up to help meet the 
armed forces’ manpower needs of 
1,200,000 men during the coming 
year. 

“From the 4F group... and 
other sources ... is where we 
will have to find our people,” 
Hershey said in a talk to the six- 
tieth annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association 
last night. He offered no ampli- 
fication of the “other sources.” 


In the same speech, Hershey 
charged psychologists with some 
of the responsibility for the fact 
that 400,000 men so far have been 
rejected for military service for 
failure to pass the armed forces 
qualifications tests. Those are 
tests designed to measure educa- 
tional and other mental capaci- 
ties but have nothing to do with 
measuring emotional _ stability, 
Hershey said. 

He explained to reporters later 
that psychologists might have 
shown the Army how to make use 
of some of these men in some 
capacity, or detected some men 
who “were smart enough, but

board, declared, 

It was recalled that many pre- 
cinct polling places in St. Louis 
county failed to open on sched- 
ule in the August primary be- 
cause of a shortage of election 
judges and clerks. 


Changes Needed. 


“We don’t need a lot of new 
laws,” Heege declared. “There is 
no suspicion of fraud in the coun- 
ty, but we do need some changes 
in laws.” 

The present election laws for 
the county limit the board to six 
regular clerks, Heege pointed out. 
He suggested the board should 
have at least 28 regular clerks, 
two for each of the 14 townships, 
and that the pay of election judges 
and clerks, now $6 a day, be in- 
creased to a Jump sum of $12 an 
election.

MOST OF CORRUPTION 
HOOEN, SAYS NN 


G.O.P. Candidate Asserts 
That for Every Case Exposed, 
10 Are Covered Up.

SANFORD, Me., Sept. 4—Sena- 
tor Richard M, Nixon charged 


here last night that the Truman 
Administration has covered up 10 
times as much corrupticn in 
Washington as has thus far been 
exposed. 

The Republican vice-presiden- 
tial nominee, opening up with 
the fighting campaign he has 
been promising, declared that, in 
light of the Democratic admini- 
stration’s record of condoning 
and “covering up” corruption, “I 
charge that for every case the 
public knows about today, there 
are 10 which haven't yet been un- 
covered.” 

Nixon spoke here after a whirl- 
wind tour of the “down east” 
coast during which he _ struck 
again and again at what he 
branded the “scandal-a-day” Tru- 
man Administration. 

He pledged that Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, if elected in No- 


vember, would promptly bring to 


light all unexposed corruption. 
And presecute and dismiss from 
government service all wrong- 
doers. 

He said that Gen. Eisenhower, | 
as head of a new Republican Ad- | 
ministration, would: 

1. Appoint an able prosecu- 
tor as attorney general and give 
him blanket orders to investi- 
gate all charges of corruption 
and prosecute all unsettled 
cases in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s files. 

2. Open the files of -admini- 
strative departments and agen- 
cies to congressicnal investiga- 
ting committees for use “under 

“proper procedure” in exposing 
corruption in government. 

Following the lead of Gen. 
Eisenhower in his all-out attack 
on corruption, Nixcn also chal- 
lenged Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson, 
the Democratic nominee, to call 
on the President to remove Wil- 
liam O’Dwyer as ambassador to 
Mexico, Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughn of St. Louis as his Army 
aide, Ellis Slack as acting assistant 
attorney general and Donald Daw- 
son, as his administrative assist- 
ant. All have been involved in 
investigations.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4—Un- 
employment in early August,- re- 
acting from the effects of slumps 
in “soft goods” industries and the 
steel strike, fell to within a few 
thousand of the low point. since 
the end of World War II, the De- 
partment of Commerce reported 
today, 

At 1,604,000 persons, the total 
of unemployed was 2.5 per cent 
of the civilian labor force and 
was only slightly higher than the 
record peacetime low of 1,578,000 
of last August. Indications are 
now that this condition will pre- 
vail at least until the election in 
November. 

- Nonfarm employment in early 
August rose more than 700,000 
over that in early July, slightly 
more than offsetting a seasonal 


| decline in agricultural employ- 
ment. The total of employed was 
62,354,000, with 55,390,000 of that 
in nonagricultural industries and 
services. 

In the early months of this 
year unemployment, largely in- 
fluenced by layoffs in textiles and 
other “soft goods,” was hovering 


around the 2,000,000 mark. Then 
in July the side effects of the 
steel strike made up for the re- 
,covery in soft goods, keeping un- 


employment at 1,942,000. 

The steel strike, together with 
consistently lower farm employ- 
ment this year than last, appar- 
ently has prevented employment 
from rising to the record high of 
62,630,000 reached in August of 
last year. Farm employment this 
August: was 700,000 less than in 
August 1951. 

Because the summer months |

ment figures, there appears to be 
little chance now that the record 
will be equaled or broken this 
year.

The subcommittee made public 
sworn testimony in which the 
president of the union, Arthur 
Osman of Brooklyn, N. Y., and a 
number of other top officials 
were identified as Communists. 


Refuses to Answer. 


Osman refused to answer when 
asked if he ever had been a Com- 
munist, invoking his constitu- 
tional privilege against possible 

_ self-incrimination. Other officers 
of the union also balked at say- 
ing whether they are or ever were 
members of the Communist party. 

~. The DPOWA, with some 65,000 

members, was formed in October 
~ 1950, by merging three former 

CIO unions. Two of these—the 
United Office and Professional 
Workers of Amefica and the 
Food, Tobacco and. Agricultural 
Workers—had been expelled from 
the CIO for pro-Communist ac- 
tivities. The third, the Distribu- 
-€ive Workers Union, thereafter 
seceded from the CIO. 

When Osman was asked if 
meetings leading to its organiza- | 
tion took place in Communist 
party headquarters, he declined | 
to answer. 

The hearings showed that Os- 
man and others identified in the | 
testimony as Communists had 
signed the non-Communist affi- | 
davits required by the Taft-Hart- | 
ley law to make the union eligible | 
for certification as a bargaining 
agent by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. 

The subcommittee recom- 
mended that a copy of its hear- | 
ings, conducted mostly behind 
closed doors, be turned over to/| 
the Attorney General so that he 
could determine whether prose- 
eution of these officers for per- 
jury would be warranted.

Taft Law Provision. 

The non-Communist affidavits | 
of the Taft-Hartley law require a 
union official to swear only that : 
he is not a Communist at the time | 
he signs. He could legally sign | 
the affidavit and still have been a | 
Communist the day before and | 
the next day. 

The Justice Department has. 
contended that because of this: 
the provision is ineffective. A 
spokesman for the department 
told a reporter that no one has | 
been convicted of violating that | 
part of the Taft-Hartley Act. |

R. SPECK, MR. MAYOR, distinguished guests, and my very 
\) friends: 


In the various parts of the world covering a period of the 


last 10 years, I have been honored 


by the awards that could be given 


to me by foreign governments for alleged services, all of them earned 


by the men under my command. 


But there is no honor that can come to any American that is 


equal to.that that I enjoy today. 


A vast assemblage of citizens have 


come together to greet one of their own kind, an American citizen, 


and say to him in effect “I am here, just to say, ‘Ike, I am giad you 


are here’,” 


I thank you from the bottom 
of my heart. 

I wish, and I express the’ wish 
with regret that it could not be 
so, that Mrs. Ike could have been 
with me today. Actually, the trip 
was a little on the rugged side 
for her, but she wanted to come. 


There is a special significance 
for me meeting with you here 
in a park named after an officer 
with whom I served for many 
years in an intimate capacity, an 
officer who, and his father, have 
made the name of MacArthur 

. famous not only in military annals 
_ but in the halls of the statesmen 
of our country. 
Revolutiohary Visit. 

Now, this visit of mine to the 
South has been called by many 
to be a revolutionary thing merely 
because it is unique. 

In the first place, there were 
many doubters that the South 
would be interested in hearing 
anything about the problems 
confronting. us or what a presi- 
dential nominee might have to 
say about those problems; the 
South had gotten used possibly 
to being taken for granted. 

I didn’t take it for granted. 

They said, “Well, you are a/| 
little crazy, you won’t have a 
corporal’s guard anywhere.” 

Now, maybe not, but if not, 
ecorporals are a lot higher ranking 
than they were when I left the 

Army a few weeks ago. 

In any event, I have discovered 

this in. two short days. You are 
just as interested as I am in see- 
ing that the United States Gov- 
ernment is one in which you can 
‘take pride. 
| There is a mounting mass of 
evidence to show that you are in 
‘no one’s column, that you are 
‘not in a captive precinct, and you 
‘are going to express your judg- 
ment and your decisions as you 
see fit. 
| Jf that is true there is no man 
fin the United States who has the 
right to quarrel with any decision 
you. render. The decision of the 
massed vote freely expressed in 
the United States is the law of 
the land, and moreover it is bind- 
ing upon everyone of us as citi- 
zens. I for one, will accept your 
decision with the greatest happi- 
ness, no matter what it is. I tell 
you frankly, very frankly, it is 
not so important what happens to 
me, but it is most important.to me 
that each of you, and I, do our 
duty in this country; that we each 
do the individual duties that are 
equal to the individual rights and 
privileges that we enjoy in this 
greatest of all countries. 

Now I am going to tell you a 
few of my beliefs about this 
country. od 

I believe first, that this coun- 
try and its system of govern- 
ment rests primarily upon a 
foundation of spiritual values. 
There is really no sense, as I. 
see it, to free government un-

ence of the power that is

I believe most firmly in a 
people observing the operative 
standards on which our form 
of government is based and 
performing , their duties as 
citizens, all of them, not just 
half of ’em and the other half 
stay at home. 

With all of them doing it they 
also can lead the world to peace. 

I believe it. I believe we can 
have prosperity without war and 
with your indulgence a little later 
I am going to return to that sub- 
ject. 

I don’t believe this great and 
productive country of ours has to 
depend upon the making of tanks 
and jet planes and ammunition 
and ships in order that we may 
be prosperous. That is silly. 
Those things are sterile and nega- 
tive. They are merely to help 
us protect what we already have. 

Let us turn all those boundless 
energies into making productive 
things. Let us seek wider mar- 
kets abroad, let us trade with all 
people where trade is mutually 
profitable. We can have a pros- 


perity that will make anything 
we have experienced in the past, 
seem puny by comparison and we 
can have, I believe, a sound 
economy, an economy that does 
not have to cheapen our dollar 
day after day, month after month, 
and year after year in order to 
keep the financial nose of our 
Government above the dead level. 

With the production that we 
can have at home, why do we 
have to have another deficit of 
10, 12 or 14 billion dollars be- 
cause of inefficiency, because a 
Government too long in power is 
allowed to grow up practices that 
simply rob the taxpayer of that 
true 100 cents value on every dol- 
lar that he pays in. 

I believe, ladies and gentle- 
men, that in our form of gov- 
ernment we can reduce all the 
antagonisms that seem to sepa- 
rate class from class or group 
from group. 

IE believe that a true practice 
of the qualities I have mep- 
tioned already, if leadership in 
our country tries to show the 
value of co-operation and friend- 
ship rather than to try to seek 
votes out of class divisions, we 
can eStablish a climate of co- 
operation in which management- 
labor problems can be properly 
solved, and in which we can 
support agriculture without 
regimenting the farmer. 

I believe we can do all these 
things if we will try to establish 
a feeling of, “Good morning, 
neighbor” instead of, “Well, 
who are you?” 

Finally, we can have com- 
pletely honest government, a 
government of integrity, of effi- 
ciency, a government which 
when notified there is some- 
thing wrong, possibly subver-

I will bring as my evidence 
on this point merely a state- 
ment of our founding fathers. 

| When they found it necessary to 
explain to the world, to public 
' opinion, what they were doing 
' in setting up this new form of 
' government, they said, “we 
hold that all men are endowed 
' by our Creator with certain 
| rights.” They did not say you 
had these rights because you 
’ were born in Arkansas, or Kan- 
' gas, or New York state. You are 
endowed by your Creator. 

In other words they explained 

' the government they were about 
to set up. They had to acknowl- 

edge the existence of God. Free 
government is the attempt to 
translate into the political world 
a deeply felt religious faith, 
whatever it may be, because 
its basic concept is the equality 
of.man and there is nothing said 
there about the belief that a 

' man may hold, about his na- 
tionality, or his birth, or of his 
origin, the color of his skin or 
anything else. 

This country is, I believe, going 
to remain great by ackowledging 
the brotherhood of man under the 
fatherhood of God. 

Now the next thing we must 
do is to remember this: There 
are many group tasks that must 
be done by us in our families, in 
our communities, and in our 
states, and finally in the nations. 

Here lately it seems to be too 
much by nations, but we must do 
these things together because no 
one can do them for himself 
alone. 

We must approach those

N providing for the future, most people are overly 
I optimistic. Perhaps if this were not so the sum total 
of human achievement would be very meager. Men work, 
dream, plan and hope for their own futures and for those 
of their families. Whatever-their worries of the moment 
may be, they usually have unshakable faith that the future 
will work out satisfactorily, Desirable as this may be in 
providing incentive for achievement, it also leads men to 
over-optimism in making plans for their own estates. Most

Missouri’s Ballot Isn’t Secret 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


We have noticed that the legislative 
committee headed by State Senator 
Edgar J. Keating of Kansas City will 
meet this week to hear discussions of 
revisions needed in the Missouri elec- 
tion laws. 

May we suggest that the Post- 
Dispatch, one of the great newspapers 
of the country, lead others in an all- 
out campaign to obtain a secret ballot 
for Missouri? Naturally, the ideal goal 
would be voting machines, but until 
they can be put into use why not elim- 
inate the numbering on the ballots? 

We have discussed this numbering 
system with intelligent but guileless 
voters of our acquaintance who appar- 
ently did not realize their ballot was 
mot secret. However, in this limited 
group we did get these three comments:

1. “For years I was a Democratic 
judge at the polls, but one year I voted 
for a Republican and was never asked 
_ fo serve again.” 

2. “I didn’t vote for a neighbor’s son 
one year and his mother accosted me by 
saying, ‘We’ve patronized your hus- 
band’s place of business for years, but 
you didn’t even vote for our son!’” 

3. “I don’t take much interest in poli- 
tics; but before going to the polls my 
husband cautioned me to be sure to 
vote for so-and-so because they can 
check the ballots and he would know 
we voted for him.” 

The great majority of people probably 
don’t realize that this method of voting 
has helped machine politics and politi- 
cians get and keep a stranglehold on 
Missouri—that a wavering member 
would not dare vote against his machine 
boss, knowing his vote could be checked 
simply by removing the black sticker 
(or reading through it) and comparing 
it with the number and name recorded 
at time of voting; therefore, he would 
not risk his job or business to vote 
according to his convictions.

The guileless, misguided voters who 
have not been aroused against this evil 
probably believe numbering is neces- 
sary to prevent fraudulent voting, but 
that is a very weak excuse, as there are 
safeguards used by other states.

Augury at Amarillo 
; 

Gov. Allan Shivers, Price Daniel, Martin Dies 
and the Democratic slate they head in Texas have 
until next Tuesday to. decide whether they will 
let their names be cross-filed as Republican 
nominees. Actually they have until the follow- 
ing Tuesday under the law, but they are expect- 
ed to make their intentions known when the 
Democratic state convention meets in Amarillo. 
Their decision will turn on offshore oil. 

The Texas Democrats have announced that 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson’s position on offshore 
oil is unacceptable to them. The Democratic 
nominee for President stands with the United 
States Supreme Court decision holding that the 
Federal Government exercises dominion over 
the lands under the seas off the coasts. 

Gov. Stevenson has also said that he favors 
some compromise. arrangement to break ‘the im- 
passe between Washington and a few coastal 
states, which obstructs federal action to go ahead 
with leasing. Texas is one of the states which 
claim ownership of the adjoining undersea lands. 
California and Louisiana are the others. 

If the Texas Democratic nominees permit 
themselves to be put on the ballot under Re- 
publican auspices as well, the immediate political 
effect of their action will be to make it much 
easier for Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower to attract 
Texas votes. The Lone Star state has voted Re- 
publican only once in its history, for Herbert 
Hoover against Alfred E. Smith in 1928. 


By long-standing custom in Texas, as in other 
states of the Solid South, if it is not quite dis- 
reputable to vote Republican, it is not quite 
reputable either. The presence of the entire 
Democratic ticket along with Eisenhower under 
the Republican aegis would do much to bestow 
a Texas blessing on votes for the G.O.P. candi- 
date for President. 

What is the offshore-oil issue, that it should 
provoke such a paroxysm of Texas tradition? 

Off the coasts, the continent continues under 
water for some miles before the submerged ter- 
rain drops into the abysses of the sea. Since most 
oil is found in onetime marine basins, it is logi- 
cal that the sea floor should be rich in oil. A 
drowned salt dome of enormous proportions off 
Texas and Louisiana adds to the richness of oil 
prospects. 

Oil has been brought up from beneath the 
Pacific off the California coast since 1896. But 
it was not until 1945 that offshore oil became a 


-hot national issue. Then, a shortage of oil, high 


prices, and the wartime developments in radio 
and radar, which permitted exploration of the 
ocean floor more speedily and more accurately 
than ever before, combined to make the exploi- 
tation of offshore oil most attractive. 

In the Gulf of Mexico alone, in the next three 
years, more than 30 oil companies invested 
$26,000,000 in leasing submerged oil lands. These 
millions became an importanf source of revenue 
for the states. The leases became a basis for 
almost fabulous day-dreaming by the companies, 
for there are estimated to be up to 15,000,000,000 
barrels of petroleum under the Gulf and the 
Pacific submerged areas, capable of producing 
a top yield of $250,000,000 a year. 
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When the late Harold L. Ickes was Secretary 
of the Interior he acted to protect the dominion 
of the Federal Government over these lands. It 
was necessary, he maintained, for the reserves to 
be conserved under federal management so that 
sufficient oil would be available in event of a 
national defense emergency. 

Led by a group of California state officials, a 
powerful lobby began operating at Washington, 
to assert that the states. owned the offshore 
lands and at the same time to urge legislation 
by Congress granting them ownership. 

The Supreme Court ruled in 1947 in the case 
of California, and in 1950 in the cases of Texas 
and Louisiana, that while no one owns the off- 
shore lands, control over them resides with the 
Federal Government as an adjunct of national 
sovereignty. In 1948 and again this year Con- 
gress passed bills to turn over offshore lands to 
the states they adjoined, but President Truman 
vetoed both. The three states are continuing 
to prosecute their claims to the undersea lands, 
however, with undiminished ardor. 

Will this issue, burning as hotly today as when 
it first flamed up seven years ago, engulf the 
Democratic party in Texas, and perhaps also in 
other Southern states? The decision of Gov. 
Shivers and his fellow-candidates at Amarillo 
will be an augury for Gov. Stevenson—and for 
Gen. Eisenhower.

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The Talknothical Campaign 

American politics coins its own crispy, crunchy 
words—logrolling, caucus, gerrymander and so 
on—and the present campaign should be no ex- 
ception. Gen. Eisenhower stated that inflation 
would make things go “skyhootin’”, and now 
President Truman has referred to some Republi- 
cans as “snollygosters.” 


Neither word is exactly new, or could be said 


to be of recent coinage, but both are useful. Sky- 
hootin’ we have already described as a Kansas 
kind of word, suitable to a man from Abilene, 
who wants to say that something has busted out 
high, wide, but not so handsome, like a bronc 
reaching for the sun. 

As for snollygosters, Mr. Truman himself says 
it is a Missouri kind of word, which he learned 
on the farm. It refers to a candidate who is un- 
principled in his chase for votes. By its very 
sound it brings up a picture of what the late 
William Allen White, a derisive Kansan looking 
at Missouri politics, once described as the whis- 
ky-drinking, tobacco-chewing, mule-skinning Mis- 
souri aristocracy. 

_ Missouri, however, can barely claim the word, 
and certainly has had no corner on snollygosters. 
They must exist in every state, even in Washing-

ton itself, and on both sides of the well-known po- 


litical fence, which was put there only for them 
to straddle when they want to snollygost. The 
presidential candidates should know them, and 
dadgast ’em one and all. 


They Must. Want Drastic Action 

State’s Attorney Austin Lewis and Sheriff 
James T. Callahan of Madison county have given 
Harold QO. Gwillim, Republican nominee for 
State’s Attorney, a neat political opening. For 
the last several weeks the present officials have 
permitted the Empire Club, on Highway 40, to 
operate. Presumably the boys at Edwardsville 
want some money from the commercialized 
gambling gentry for their fall campaign. 

This is an embarrassment to Gov. Stevenson, 
who campaigned against rampant gambling un- 
der his predecessor, Dwight H. Green. When 
State’s Attorney Lewis failed to apply the state 
law against such dives as the Empire Club, Gov. 
Stevenson in May 1950, sent the Illinois State 
Highway Police to the notorious Hyde Park and 
200 Clubs in a swoop-down operation. These 
joints have never reopened. 

Since then the Illinois state executive has 
moved many times in all parts of the state 
against slot machines, big-time games and other 
gambling syndicate operations. He has used the 
State Police against these corruptors of official’ 
from the northern part of Illinois to Cairo. It is 
true that illegal .gambling has not been elimi- 
nated entirely, but there is no ‘such widespread 
flouting of the law as existed before Adlai E. 
Stevenson became Governor. The Empire Club 
is a notable exception in the adjacent area. 

Mr. Gwillim directs his letter of protest to the 
Executive Mansion at Springfield and he has 
every right to do so. Meantime if Messrs. Lewis 
and Callahan were worth the salaries they are 
paid by Madison county taxpayers, they would 
fulfill the command of the Madison county grand 
jury, which in April, 1951, warned that “gam- 
bling will not be tolerated.” The grand jury’s 
order was relayed to Mayors, Police Chiefs of 
nine cities and Board Presidents and Marshals 
of 14 villages. It was relayed, so we seem to 
remember, in a joint letter from Messrs. Lewis 
and Callahan.

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New History in Flight 

A nation which is jet-propelled into the air 
age does not always take ‘time to see where it 
will land. That was the purpose of the Doolittle 
commission—whose recommendations for airport 
modernization and safety have been ordered into 
effect by the President. © 

This special commission concentrated on air- 
ports. But that is simply the latest phase of the 
problem of air safety. In the low-flying ’20s, for 
instance, the question of safety rested chiefly on 
the flimsy wings of the planes themselves. But 
as planes improved, mechanical failure became 
a less frequent cause of accident. 


With the better planes, pilots began to dare — 


the storm and the night, and attention was fo- 
cused on weather problems. Along came radar 
and new landing instruments, and the weather 
also became a less imposing matter. And this 
left the human element, so personnel errors 
were an increasing factor in tragedy. 

Each of these safety factors remains, of course. 
But with the three quick accidents some months 
ago in the urban area near Newark airport, the 
airports themselves—and not the planes or the 
men or the instruments—were brought tragically 
to public attention. For the aviation industry 
was fast outgrowing its ground facilities. 

James H. Doolittle, World War II flying hero, 
led the President’s commission to 12 major air- 
fields. Then the commission drew up a long- 
range program for more and better airfields. 
The gist of the report-is careful community and 
federal planning in building airports. 

Since many fields are crowded, they must have 
more space and longer landing strips to handle 
the heavy traffic. And since the areas adjacent to 
some of these fields are also crowded, there 
should be cleared areas beyond the ends of run- 
ways to make landings safer, both for planes and 
for the community. 

The Doolittle report is a flight chart. It will 
take years to complete the program, but. it 


. Shows the direction. And it is a somewhat new 


direction in man’s fluctuating effort to secure 
safety in flight.

Disraeli’s Personal Beliefs 
BENJAMIN DISRAELI, by Cecil Roth. (Philosophical 

Library, New York, 178 pgs.,” $3.75.) 

The long-standing dispute whether Dis- 
raeli’s Jewish background influenced his 
policies as Prime Minister of Great Britain 
is now being taken up by Cecil Roth, well- 
known Oxford authority on Jewish history 
in a book which, despite its shortness, still 
appears long-winded. Repetitions of argii- 
ments, restatements of facts and quite a 
bit of unnecessary speculation over “what 
had been if...” give the impression as if 
Dr. Roth has written.this book with his left 
hand only. < 

It all seems rather far-fetched to go into 
controversies which raged so many years 
ago. Of course, Disraeli’s opponents, in 
their search for soft spots, used his racig] 
origin as a convenient argument; but today: 
it seems rather unconvincing, despite .a 

decade of Nazism. 
As Roth himself 
repeatedly states, the 
later course of Brit- 
ain’s history has com- 
Maa pletely justified Dis- 
raeli’s stand on many 
matters, especially 
his much - disputed 
position on the East- 
ern question. “The 
efforts of the West- 
ern powers,” he says, 
“now are devoted to 
much the same pur- 
poses as were those 
of! Disraeli in the 
great crisis of the 
1870s, which is repeating itself faithfully 
today—with the reservation that the ‘re 
ligion’ which is at present the pretext for 
Russian interference is no longer Christi- 
anity, but Communism.”. 

There is. much obscurity with regard 
to Disraeli’s personal beliefs. His many 
books and letters notwithstanding, we still 
don’t know how deeply, if at all, he was 
interested in the Jewish people. Nothing, 
therefore, comes of Dr. Roth’s efforts to 
prove conclusively, on the one hand, that 
Disraeli had not completely divorced him- 
self from Judaism and that, on the other 
hand, his Jewish background did not in- 
fluence his actions as a statesman. 

It makes no difference. Disraeli was 
one of the most colorful personalities on 
the nineteenth-century scene and must be 
understood, in all his positive and nega- 
tive sides, as a child of that ebullient era 
which was unknowingly planting the seeds 
of the great disasters to come. -

' Missouri is falling behind 
some southern states in “taking 


counsel for the National Associa- 
tion for Advancement of Colored 
People, said at St. Charles today. 

Marshall told the Missouri As- 
sociation for Social Welfare at 
Lindenwood College that 11 
southern states now admit Ne- 
groes to graduate and profes- 
sional schools attended by white 
students. 

“It’s working out very well,” he 
said, “in the deepest of the Deep 
South. It has worked out better 
than anybody could have ex- 
pected, and nothing has happened 
that would interfere with it.” 

The New York attorney said 
the only southern states which 
still refuse to admit Negro stu- 
dents to institutions of higher 
learning on an unsegregated basis 
are’ South Carolina, Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Alabama and Mississippi. 

He observed that — Missouri 
maintains the Lincoln University 
Law School for Negroes in St. 
Louis even though the’ United 
States Supreme Court, in a Texas 
ease, has ruled that facilities in 
such segregated institutions can- 
not possibly be equal. 


Missouri has made no spectaular 
progress, he said; are elimination 
of segregation in housing and the 
passage of legislation which would 
give Negroes equal economic op- 
portunity. He urged passage of 
a state FEPC law. 

In an address last night, Nor- 
man Cousins, editor of the Satur- 
day Review, told the opening gen- 
eral session of the conference that 
the United States should restate 
its foreign policy in positive, 
idealistic terms to win over the 
restless peoples of the Far East. 

Cousins said Russia has en- 
joyed great success in‘ posing to 
Asians as a peace-loving nation 
while painting this country as a 
power bent on waging war.

‘And as you shop for eggs for 
breakfast menus, bear in mind 
that this is the season when you 
will pay an excessive premium 
for very large eggs. As the fall 
production season of pullets gets 
under way the smaller eggs are 
‘abundant, so watch for values in 
medium to small sizes. 

The medium-to-small rule also 
holds on oranges, which are well 
‘worth your money right now. In- 
‘cidentally, St. Leuis has been re- 
‘ceiving oranges of better quality 
within the past month or so. 

This year’s shipments of grapes 
also seem to be better than 
usual. On the Thompson seed- 
less, many growers thinned their 
grapes this season with an eye to 


offering them to the fresh mar- | 


ket rather than the wine market. 
The result has been that the 


grapes are larger than usual and | 


of fine quality. 

In addition to the white grapes, 
the market is well supplied with 
Red Malagas. There are some 
Ribiers, although they are not too 
plentiful. 

Jelly-makers. might start keep- 
ing watch on locally grown blue 
Concord grapes, which are show- 
ing up in increasing numbers. 

Italian prunes from th North- 
west are especially pientiful. 
Now is the time to be about it 
if you want to put some aside for 
n:xt winter’s use. 

Our homegrown cantaloupes 
are being augmented by supplies 
of western cantaloupes. These 
are coming out of a district in 
California which is just starting 
this year’s shipments.

DWIN L. JAMES, late managing editor of the 

New York Times, was one of the smartest and 

best-loved newspaper men of all time. To illus- 
trat @ow subtly and completely he could ferret out 
everything he wanted to know from a reluctant 
news source, a member of the Paris staff of the 
Times recalls Aristide Briand, ten times Prime 
Minister of France, complaining bitterly: ‘That 
James!

Car Sickness

AR sickness! When the writers were young, this was the 

name of a dread malady which attacked young children on 

street cars. Usually when they and their families were 
dressed in their Sunday best and out for an excursion. 

Nowadays it more commonly strikes the victim when he 
is out in the family automobile. It is probably most common 
in the first six years of life, though in some it persists until 
or even into adulthood. 
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FOR FAMILIES WHOSE MEMBERS are not bothered with 
ear sickness, the topic may seem of minor interest or im- 
portance. But for those who are—the problem can loom large 
indeed. In fact, it cannot only cause much discomfort to the 
child who suffers from it, but, if severe, it may even.seriously 
interfere with the social life and vacation and visiting habits 
of the whole family. 

The scientific literature on this subject is extremely scant. 
And in many cases not only is an effective remedy not found, 
but even the cause is difficult to determine. 

Some years ago, the analysts introduced a theory that 
‘ear sickness resulted from antagonism to or hatred of the 
sufferer’s mother. We didn’t keep the reference, but if the 
notion interests you, you will find it set forth in one of the 
back numbers of the American Journal of Orthopsychiatry. 

Needless to say, we do not subscribe to this theory, 
though it may be true of some isolated cases. 
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IT HAS BEEN OUR OBSERVATION that often a visual 
factor seems to lie at the basis of car sickness. Children with 
too peripheral vision (that is, those who are over-responsive 
to things in the distance or in the margins of the field of 
vision) frequently have this difficulty. If you can get them to 
lie down in the back seat of the car, or even to lean against 
your shoulder with their eyes closed as you sing the time 
away, frequently their symptoms are relieved. Or you may 
interest them in some activity on the floor of the car. Or 
sometimes dark glasses with fairly wide rims will cut down 
the too strong dose of visual stimulation which they are 
getting. 

Especially avoid having such children use their eyes in 
reading, or even in looking at, road maps while the car is 
in motion. Sometimes a correct prescription of glasses may 
do the trick. Or your eye doctor may, in extreme cases, sug- 
gest the wearing of a patch over one eye. 

In any event, if your child does suffer from car sickness, 
a thorough visual checkup from a skilled children’s eye doctor 
may help out. And in the meantime, you may find that some 
specific medicine such as dramamine—given, of course, at 
your pediatrician’s prescription—may turn out to be all that 
is needed.

s an interesting legend built 
around one Chico who lived in

He hit on the 
idea of inventing a cheap but de- 
licious food for the masses. He 
set to work in a humble attic 
and labored night and day. Ina 
building across the way a shrewd 
sister named Javanella was spy- 
ing on him. She saw what he 
had and how, and when she ob- 
served him eating it with great 
gusto, she presumed it was de- 
licious. She made some, and it 


was. 

By . coincidence, Javanella’s 
husband was kitchen man in the 
palace of King Frederick. You 
know the rest. Between them 
they got to the King, cooked him 
some spaghetti, and he fairly 
swooned with delight. He pressed 
gold on Javanella and her hus- 
band and they were rich and 
famous. 

When poor Chico came forth to 
reveal the results of his experi- 
ments, the whole town was al- 
ready fairly reveling in a spaghet- 
ti orgy. He went back and 
smashed his machinery and was 
never heard from again. In per- 
son, that is. They say his ghost 
still haunts the neighborhood. He 
can be heard making spaghetti 
while Javanella stirs the sauce 
and the devil grates the cheese. 
This part is most likely a local 
superstition, however, and I can’t 
vouch for it. You'll have to go 
there and find out for yourself. 

In the meantime, the least we 
can do is treat spaghetti, maca- 
roni and the rest of the- paste 
family with the respect their his- 
tory and background deserve. 
Here is how to cook plain 
spaghetti. Bring four quarts of 
water to a galloping boil and put

in two tablespoons of salt. This is 
for one pound of spaghetti. Take 
a handful of spaghetti and hold 
the ends in the boiling water and 
as it softens let it slide in. Re- 
peat until all the spaghetti is in 
the pot, but don’t rush things— 
the water has to keep boiling all 
the time. 

The time it takes to cook de- 
pends on the quality of the spa- 
ghetti. The poorer the spaghetti 
the more quickly it cooks. The 
way to test it is to pinch a strand 
with the fingers. If it feels firm 
but still pinches into two easily, 
it is dona alla denti, which is the 
way the Italians like it. If it is 
soft and separates almost without 
pressure, it is done the way most 
Americans like it. The time will 
vary from 12 to 18 minutes. Drain 
it and then dash through it a cup 
or so of cold water to firm it. 

If you like spaghetti with but- 


ter, which a lot of people do, just 
put in a fourth of a cup of sweet 
butter, sprinkle over it another 
fourth of a cup of grated Parme- 
san cheese and move it about 
with a fork and spoon until the 
butter’s melted, the cheese is 
mixed, and all is well. 
oe 
LOT of men in this country 
A pride themselves on their spa- 
getti sauce. Some are excel- 
lent, some not so. One of the best 
I ever encountered was spaghetti 
Neopolitan style, which was put 
together like this: 

Fry a chopped onion and two 
cloves of minced garlic together 
in two tablespoons of olive oil 
until golden brown. Add three 
tablespoons of minced ham, two 
chopped-up slices of spiced 
sausage and six chopped mush- 
rooms. Continue frying. 

Add a cup of meat broth, a cup 


of tomato juice and salt and pep- 
per to taste. Cover it tightly and 
let it simmer until all ingredients 
are blended. Now pile your 
cooked spaghetti on a hot platter 
and pour the sauce in the middle 
and sprinkle Parmesan cheese 
over everything and you're in 
like Flynn. 
| 


LOT of people worry about 
A spaghetti table manners, and 

only the prissy Americans 
break it in bits or cut it up with 
a knife and fork. The Italians, 
who really appreciate the stuff, 
have no rules; except maybe one 
against letting it slip down your 
collar or into your shoes. Some 
wrap it around .a spoon, others 
whip it around a fork. It doesn't 
matter much, just so you get the 
job done. 

Macaroni, ravioli and the other 
members of the family are easier 
to handle. Especially ravioli, 
which has other things to rec- 
ommend it as well, Good ravioli 
is hard to beat. Also hard to find. 
Perhaps you'd better make your 
own, like this: 

Pour half a cup of flour in a 
heap’on a board, make a depres- 
sion in the center, drop in an egg 
(opened, of course) and an eighth 
of a teaspoon of salt and a table- 
spoon of cold water. In fact it's 
a good idea not only to open the 
egg, but to beat it a little. 


Take a fork and make a stiff 
paste and then knead it. Flour 
the board lightly and roll the 
dough very thin. Cut in Aalf 
exactly in the center and let it 
lie five minutes. Now drop half 
teaspoons of your ravioli filling 
in .spots an inch and a quarter 
apart, on one half of your dough. 
Put the other half on top. Press 
the two layers together around 
the edges. Then take a cutter and 
cut it in inch-and-a-half squares 
with filling in the center of each 
square. Be sure that the edges 
of all squares are closed. Let it 
stand 15 minutes or more. Drop 
into a large kettle of rapidly boil- 
ing water and boil 10 to 15 min- 
utes, Lift them out with a skim- 
mer, drain them well and serve 
them with tomato sauce and 
grated Parmesan. 


A simple filling is made with 
a cup of ground and cooked 
chicken, turkey or veal, mixed 
with a tablespoon of Parmesan, 
a beaten egg, a fourth-teaspoon 
of lemon peel, grated; a table- 
spoon of butter, a half teaspoon 
of minced parsley and salt and 
pepper to taste.

EW LAMPS are interesting 

to look at, but better still, 

they make sense. Some time 
ago, every lamp was a table 
lamp. Lamps all over the house 
were so nearly the same size and 
shape that the biggest differences 
were only that some were plainer 
than others and some fancier. 


Today’s lamps differ for better 
reasons. They vary widely be- 
cause they are made to fit exact 
lighting purposes, some for read- 
ing, some for general illumina- 
tion, others for spotlighting and 
accent.

Restoring Checked Finishes. 
NE of the more discouraging 
aspects of life is to wake up 
some morning and find that 

the finish on a particular piece 
of furniture has become covered 
with fine cracks. This is usually 
caused by the fact that the top 
coat of finish was applied before 
the undercoat was completely hard 
but knowing this isn’t going to 
do you. much good at this point. 


What you can do to a finish in 
this condition is to polish off the 
top coating that is damaged. Pro- 
fessional furniture restorers get 
the same result by applying a 
solvent which softens up the top 
coat so that it becomes a semi- 
liquid and runs together elimi- 
nating the cracks. This is tricky 
work and not recommended for 
amateur refinishers, 

About the best thing to use for 
polishing is very fine steel wool, 
powdered rottenstone and light 
oil. Dip the steel wool into the 


oil and then into a saucer con 
taining the powdered rottenstone 

Now rub the steel wool over th 
finish working in the direction o 
the wood grain. Keep the pres 
sure on the steel wool as eve) 
as you can and be sure that th 
entire surface is worked over. 

From time to time, wipe of 
the rottenstone so you can se 
what sort of progress you ar 
making. 

When the job is done, wipé th 
surface clean with turpentine an 
then apply a coat of wax.

Herman Wouk's First Literary Effort 
Was Thumbing Through Comic Books— 
His Prize Best-Seller ‘Caine Mutiny’ 


Will Begin in Post-Dispatch Sunday

Pulitzer Prize novel, “The Caine Mutiny,” will appear in serial 


H ras WOUK, 37-year-old New Yorker whose best-selling 


form in the Post-Dispatch beginning Sunday, counts as his first 
“literary effort” the job of copying jokes on file cards and did his 
first serious writing in his off hours on board ship during World 


War II in the Pacific. 


With an ambition to write that 
stems back to his boyhood: in: the 
Bronx, the son of Russian Jewish 
immigrant parents now has three 
novels and a Broadway play to 
his credit. 

“Setting aside the years of the 
war,” he has said, “I have’ no 
other aim or occupation than that 
of writing, and it is the ambition 
I had when I was a boy. It is 
hard work, and in the good hours 
when words are flowing well it 
seems there is hardly a pleasanter 
way to spend one’s time on earth. 


“Never mind the bad hours. 
There is no life without them.” 


Herman (he pronounces his last . 


name “woke’’) was graduated at 
the age of 19 from Columbia Uni- 
versity where he picked up an 
A.B. degree in addition to editing 
the college humor magazine and 
writing two of Columbia’s famed 
varsity shows. Then, graduating 
to “gagman,” he was hired to 
grind out material for radio co- 
medians. 

“My first literary work,” he 
said, “was copying old jokes out 
of tattered comic magazines onto 
file cards.”

ROM there he advanced to 
script-writing and for five ° 


years worked on Fred Allen’s 
‘show. 

But with outbreak of war in 
Europe, Wouk became a dollar- 
a-year man with the U.S. Treas- 
ury . Department, writing and 
producing radio shows to promote 
the sale of defense bonds. Shortly 
after. the’ attack on Pearl Harbor, 
he left civilian life td enlist in 
the Navy as an officer assigned 
to the Pacific area. It was here 
that he wrote his first successful 
novel, “Aurora Dawn,” and it 
was against the background of 
the war that he has painted the 
plot of “The Caine Mutiny,” a 
story of a petty weakling who 
commanded the destroyer-mine- 
sweeper, Caine. 

In 1943, while serving in the 
Pacific, Wouk became a little 
bored with the tedium of ship- 


board life and turned to his type- 


writer. Reaching back into his 
own memory of the ulcer-ridden, 


hectic atmosphere of radio ad- 


vertising circles, he pounded out 
the first chapters of “Aurora 
Dawn”—the name of a soap for 
which a fantastic sales campaign 
was launched. 


He sent his initial work to his 
former professor at Columbia who 
was so impressed that he for- 
warded it to a publisher—and a 
new chapter in the young officer's 
career was launched. Inspired 
by a publishing contract, Wouk 
worked on the book during his 
free time and completed it after 
the war in 1946. 


Like “Aurora Dawn,” a Book- . 


of-the-Month Club selection, his 
other works reflect Wouk’s own 
background and experience. “City 
Boy,” which appeared in 1948 and 
since has been made into a pic- 
ture, tells the story of Bronx- 
born Herbie Bookbinder, a fat, 
lively and likeable schoolboy. A 
film, “Slattery’s Hurricane,” also 
written in 1948, is the story of 
Navy weather flyers. 

In addition to receiving the 
1951 Pulitzer Prize as a “distin- 
guished novel,” “The Caine Mue 
tiny” was a Literary Guild selec- 
tion, a Book-of-the Month Club 
dividend and a selection of the 
Reader’s Digest. Book Club. Al- 
though it is not autobiographical 
in its account of the maturing of 
a sheltered young Princetonian 
and of the group of officers who 
mutinied against their captain to 
save their ship, it nevertheless 
benefited immeasurably from 
Wouk’s Navy service.

Bridge

EITHER West nor East in to- 

day’s deal made a conspicu- 

ously bad bid, but the out- 
come was terrible from their 
point of view! 

East, dealer. 

East-West vulnerable. 
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The bidding, at rubber bridge: 
East South West North 
Pass 1¢@ 

Pass 5@ 
Double Pass 

West opened the ace and queen 
of spades; South ruffed and led 
his club toward dummy. West de- 
cided that declarer probably 
hadn’t held two singletons—an 
extremely dubious decision in 
view of South's bidding —and 
played low, allowing the king to 
win. That, in effect, was all South 
needed! He sent the heart jack 
through East, who covered. South 
won and led a diamond. This time 
West ducked, but it didn’t do him 
any good. The queen won and 
South took a finesse against East's 
trump nine; then South led a low 
diamond. With the ace falling on 
this lead, it was all over; South 
could control any return, draw 
East’s remaining trumps, and 
claim the doubled contract. 

Even if West had properly put 
up the club ace and beaten the 
contract one trick, he and his 
partner would have had little 
cause for rejoicing, because they 
could have spread their cards for 
five-odd in spades, and indeed 
they could almost as easily have 
made a slam if North opened his 
partner’s first-bid heart  sifit. 
(West would merely have to ruff 
and lay down one high trump, 
then lead ace and jack of clubs, 
keeping the spide king for entry 
to dummy.) 

As indicated previously, it is 
hard to put one’s finger on this 
or that bid made by West or East 
and say that that was responsible 
for the sad outcome, but the 
writer is inclined to blame East. 
His double of five hearts fixed his 
partner. West had felt obliged 
to double five diamonds because 
his own four-spade call had been 
ambiguous—East could not pos- 
sibly know that West had so much 
defensive strength—but East's 
hearts, under South, were not 
nearly as valuable as East ap- 
parently thought them to be. If 
he had passed, West undoubtedly 
would have ventured alone to five 
spades; and it did not require too 
much imagination or optimism on 
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: East's part to make this bid, him- 
self.

The animals of which I speak 
are known as hyraxes (pro- 
nounced HY-rax-es). They are 
common in several rocky parts of 
Africa, also in Syria. Some per- 
sons speak of them as conies, and 
others call them rock rabbits. 

Hyraxes differ in several ways 
from conies, which are European 
rabbits. They also differ from 
rabbits of other continents; their 
ears are small and some of their 
teeth differ widely from those 
of any rabbit. 
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THE TEETH afe important in 
classifying an animal. The. molars 
of hyraxes aré of much the samé 
shape as those of. certain big 
animals, including the rhinoceros. 
On a small scale, the stomach of 
a hyrax is something like that 
of an elephant. 

Those facts, and others, have 
led scientists to say that this 
small animal is related to the 
elephant, also to the rhino. 

If a hyrax knew about that, 
perhaps it would become puffed 
up a bit. As it is, there’s nothing 
puffed up about the little fellow, 
except that its body becomes 
plump when the feeding is good. 
It eats grass, also the flowers and 
buds of plants. 

Instead of being bold, the hy- 
rax ig timid. . It will run into hid- 
ing at the slightest noise, even 
at the flutter of a bird's. wings.
